is L-Phe; B2 is D- or L-Trp; B3 is D- or L-Lys; B4 is Thr, Phe, Leu, or lie; and C2 is D- or 
L-Thr, Val, Phe, Leu, and lie. 
ELECTION OF SPECIES 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows those encompassed by Applicant's formula I as set 
forth in independent claim 1 and those of formula II as set forth in independent claim 1 1 .

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features as set forth above (see the explanation above 
about McBride et al, US Patent No. 5,620,675). 

6. Due to the complexity of the restriction requirement, a telephone call was not 
made to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
